Before the best means fo r controlling 
traffic are discovered, it may be necessary, of 
course, to make changes and am endm ents of the 
bill proposed by the city officials, but the fact 
th at someone has taken the trouble to attem pt 
a solution of the traffic problem in this state is 
encouraging to citizens who have become alarm ed 
a t the seriousness of conditions. 
Every com munity, heretofore, has made 
it* 
own attem pt to solvs the problem. 
The result 
has been th at traffic codes have varied in every 
section of the state. 
M otorists of one city knew 
nothing of the regulations of another. 
With the 
increase in the use of motor propelled vehicles 
continuing for another few years at the same rate 
which has m arked the past five, chaos was cer­ 
tain to result. 
Now the municipal executives ask the legisla­ 
ture to provide a maximum speed lim it of 86 
roñes an hour fo r all highw ays, except th a t a 
scale, graduated downward, shall be provided for 
certain incorporated cities and towns. 
In addi­ 
tion to allowing the m otorist to know at w hat 
rate of speed he is perm itted to travel a t a 
given point, the law would safeguard the drivers 
by elim inating “speed traps,” 
where 
officer* 
were alleged to have lain in w ait for unsuspecting 
drivers to nab them for traffic violations. 
The proposed bill would require th a t every 
driver have a perm it to operate a car. This is a 
good provision. 
It furnishes a means of identi­ 
fication in case of accident 
It act* as a check 
on those operating cars, will elim inate numeroufc 
instances of persons under age from sitting be­ 
hind the wheel, will prevent drunken drivers from 
perpetrating second and third offense* and will 
provide a means by which officers may,, if they 
will, prevent unqualified pebsons from perform ing 
the duties of chauffeurs. 
Under the proposed legislation, every person 
figuring in an automobile accident in which there 
is injury, loss of life, or property dam age to the 
extent of $50 or iqore, is required to report such 
occurrence, either to the city police or the state 
highway departm ent, depending on w hether the 
accident occured w ithin an incorporated town 
or on the state highway» 
The benefits of thlf regulation are obvious. 
Garage men are required to report wrecked cars, 
giving a double check to authorities on 
acci­ 
dents. 
This provision will do more to break up 
the practice of "h it and run" than any other. 
Severe penalties are provided for 
failure 
to 
comply w ith these provisions. 
Probably the greatest single blessing of the 
proposed new traffic code, however, is the in­ 
clusion of the provision providing for the person 
approaching another car from the right having 
the right-of-w ay over the car approaching from 
-the, .le ft__________________________________________ 
U nder present regulations, m otorists approach­ 
ing street intersections do everything from “Al­ 
íense and Gaston” acts to five yard dives through 
the line. 
Nobody ever seems to know exactly 
who has the right-of-w ay. 
In case of accidents, 
both drivers usually wind up blam ing the other 
and frequently leave it to the courts to decide. 
Under the rule of the right-hand-right-of-w ay 
regulation, there would be no doubt w hatever 
about the blame. 
It would be an ea sy m atter to 
fix. 
Juries m court, called upon to decide such 
a case, would have an easy task for the law 
would have decided the case for them.
